(1) In the present specification (page 10), the Applicants state, "carbon blacks of HAF grade to SAF grade that satisfies the various 
conditions described above can be preferably used in the present invention;" 

(2) Although the Hojo reference does not disclose all the limitations of the present invention, Hojo does disclose the DBP and N2SA 
limitations leading one of ordinary skill in the art to suggest the inherency of the undisclosed limitations; 

(3) The additional table provided by the Applicants should be attached to an affidavit and the table does not exclude the likelihood that 
the undisclosed limitations are not probable or possible. Furthermore, Hojo teaches the DBP range. The issue is whether the presenc 
of the disclosed DBP range in Hojo excludes the possibility or probability of the other limitations. The Examiner contends that the 
disclosure of the DBP range in the Hojo reference does not adversely affect the possibility or probability of the undisclosed properties.. 
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
